i^uestior;: How much in the way of fees and work has 
alreadx- been inxested in the Community Center? 

Ansxx'er: The architect’s fees for the Community Rocrea- 
Ticr. Center xx-ill total approximately $12,000 of wliich 
appro.xdmately $10,000 has already been paid or com- 
itiitted. In addition, the City has invested many ac¬ 
crued manhours in the project. Of course, the money 
spent for architect’s fees and manhours committeed 
vx-ir; be considered as an investment as the building 
IS constructed. 

Question: Why xvas Sierra V'ista Park chosen as the site 
for the Community Recreation Center? 

-Answer: Only txvo sites were considered possible for the 
Community Recreation Center — Memorial Park and 
Sima \ ista Park. Another site would involve purchase 
of additional land. Sierra Vista Park was chosen for 
the following reasons: 

1 • Sierra Vista Park has been designated as the Park 
for actix-e tyjje recreational pursuits. A criterion which 
is met in part by the building. 

2. TTiere is insufficient land in Memorial Park to ac¬ 
commodate a (,200 sq. ft. building plus a Toy Loan 
and Park House. In addition, the Park House is con¬ 
sidered to be primarily a Senior Citizen facility. 

3' ’The snack bar in the Community Recreation Center 
\x‘ill double as a refreshment stand for the swimming 
pool. \\ e must replace the existing noncxinforming re¬ 
freshment stand (at a cost of $15,00a$20,000) or the 
County will force us to close it. 

4) There is not adequate parking area at Memorial 
Park to accommodate large groups of people such as 
will use the 3,500 sq. ft. general purpose room. Tliorc 
is adequate parking available at Sierra Vista Park, 

5) Sierra Vista Park is master planned to include the 
Community Recreation Center and is more readily ob¬ 
served and protected by the Police Department for all 
age groups.
